The report of Miss Anna B. Day, 


_*i irarian, was as follows: 


On May i, 1904, there were 2,527 vol- 
:IPS on tho Accession Record. During 
i* year four volumes have been, re- 


ported lost, two of which.have been 
paid for, leaving a total of 2,523 vol- 
umes on the shelves of the Library. 


The number of volumes sent into 


;he homes of tho people during fee 
year was 27,495, of which 16,707 were 
adult books and 10/7SS were juvenile, 
with a combined fiction percentage ot 
4 and non-fiction 26. 
This report does not include th.3 rae 


of the reference books, -which, do not 
circulate and yet they are in constant 
use. 
Tr. alsn excludes the use of the 


magazines and other periodicals. 


The number of borrowers regtet^r- 


ed to May 1, 1904, was 1,588. On ic- 
count of change cf residence 39 bor- 
rowers' cards were cancelled, during 
the year. 


Story Hour and School Work. 


On Friday afternoons, from Sep- 


tember to April, Inclusive, stories, 
carefully selected from the folklore ot 
all nations were told to the children 
of the three lower grades of the pub- 
lic school. 
These stories were de- 


signed solely to arouse the interest 
of the children in good literature and 
after the story was over It was im- 
possible to supply the demand tor the 
books which contained the story just 
heard. The total attendance for th* 
nine months was 2,224. 


When school opened in the fall thd 


Librarian attended a meeting of the 
teachers, at which time .she addressed 
them on the subject of cooperation, 
between the Library and the public 
school and distributed to them graded 
lists of the books in the Library suit- 
able for children of each grade below 
the High School. Pictures of literary, 
biographical, historical and geograph- 
ical interest were cut out and mounto-I 
to be used by the teachers to illudtr.v-O 
the daily lessons. Quite a number of 
these were loaned to the teachers 
.luring the year and also used for bul- 
letin work :n the Library. 


During r,bo year tho Library has re- 


ceived gifts from 67 different persons,, 
the gifts con.]jrlsina; 132 volumes, n-ne 
pamphlets and 1,487 unbound copied oC 
magazines. The Library has also been 
the recipient of a rocking chair and. 
an electric clock from Mr. P. Bufaao, 


Library Extension. 


The Library being maintained sole- 


ly by Counells\"ille, its use is properly- 
restricted to the people of this town, 
but persons, residing outside the bor- 
rough limits are permitted to tako out 
books upon the payment of $2,00 per 
year. 
Mr. Ruth suggested that the 


Library's field of usefuiness ought to 
be extended to the adjoining districts 
upon the payment by them of a rea- 
sonable sum toward maintenance. Af- 
ter some discussion he offered th" fol- 
lowing resolution, which passed unan- 
imously;
